With respect to Applicant's arguments on pages 9-1 1 of the communication dated November 22, 2007, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The first sentence in paragraph 0032 of Kurth states, "The request buffer 302 comprises a non-FIFO buffer for temporarily 
storing requests received from one or more memory user(s)." In Watts paragraph 0018 discusses how the selectors 206 within the agents 
103 (i.e. the access request selectors) output requests. When combining Watts and Kurth, Kurth's request buffer 302 is capable of 
receiving the outputs (i.e. requests) of Watts' plurality of selectors 206. The requests in Kurth's request buffer 302 are then sent to Kurth's 
selector 304. Thus, it follows that Watts' plurality of selectors 206 (=claimed outputs of the plurality of access selectors) is coupled to 
Kurth's selector 304 (=claimed ownership selector) via Kurth's request buffer 302 and therefore Kurth's selector 304 receives outputs of 
Watts' plurality of selectors 206 via Kurth's request buffer 302. Accordingly, the combination of Watts/Kurth, as set forth by the Examiner 
above, sufficiently discloses said ownership selector receives outputs of the plurality of access request selectors. 
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
